CHICAGO, June 30.—The wide- 
spread heat wave continued un- 
abated today. The central states 
were most affected. Sections of 
the East, South and West also suf- 
fered, The Pacific and Atlantic 
Coast areas, however, for the most 
part enjoyed moderate weather. 

Relief for the whole nation 
hangs in the sky over Eastern 
Washington, but a stagnated Jow 
pressure area over North Dakota 
prevents the cooling high pressure 
area from moving eastward. 

Despite scattered local showers 
in many localities, the toll of 
deaths attributable to the heat 
mounted. Including drownings, 
500 deaths had been reported. 

Throughout [Illinois, Iowa and 
Indiana farm beasts were report- 
ed dying in the fields. Grain crops 
in Iowa have turned brown, the 
corn leaves shriveling. 

Farmers in various parts of the 
Middlewest were avoiding the sun 
by working in their fields at night.

Twenty-nine heat  prostrations 
were reported by the police this 
morning. Obviously all prostra- 
tions and ceaths rrom heat exhaus- 
tion are nos reported to the depart- 
ment. 

A brief, heavy shower downtown 
at 11 o’clock caused a six-degree 
drop in temperature in 20 minutes, 
from 97 to 91, but at noon the mer- 
cury had climed to 98. 

Today was the sixth consecu- 
tive day on which the temperature 
reached 100 degrees, or higher, 
with a maximum of 101 degrees 
at 2p. m., 

82 at 5 A. M. Today. 

The minimum during the night 
was 82 at 5 a. m. A rise of 10 
degrees occurred in the next three 
hours. Weather Bureau experts 
predicted a temperature of 100 de- 
grees, Or more, again tomorrow. 
If the forecast is borne out, St. 
Louis will have at least seven con- 
secutive days of 100-degree tem- 
peratures, or higher. 

Forecaster Nunn does not antici- 
pate any relief for several days, 
explaining that the heat wave is 
general, with temperatures ranging 
from 100 to 104 degrees, from the 
Rockies to the Appalachian chain, 
and from North Dakota to Geor- 
gia. 

Water consumption in the city 
yesterday was 179,964,460 gallons, 
a record for this year. The ali- 
time record for daily consumption, 
196,957,850, was set last July 12. 

Fifteen hundred pounds of ice 
was placed in the swimming ,éol 
at Westborough Country Club yes- 
terday to cool the water, but bath- 
ers reported it had little effect.

YOUTH SHOT AND

Oliver Manion, 22-Year-Old

HAD ENGAGED IN 
PREVIOUS FIGHT 


For This Alleged Murderer,

Oliver Manion, 22-year-old clerk 
of 2805A North Eleventh street, 
was shot and killed in a saloon at

night in what police think was a 
resumption of an old quarrel. 

Manion, shot in the abdomen, 
died at City Hospital shortly after 
midnight, naming as his assailant 
aman with whom he had been 
known to quarrel on several occa- 
sions recently.

Six men have been questioned 
by police. Henry Ehlers, bartender, 
told of Manion coming to the sa- 
loon early in the evening with two 
men not known to him.

After warning them 
not to create a disturbance, Ehlers 
said he saw them go into a rear 
room and shortly afterward heard 
a shot. 

Manion was found in a yard an! 
the rear of the saloon by police 
and a .38-caliber revolver with one 
discharged and five loaded cart- 
ridges in the cylinder was lying on 
a table in the rear room. It was 
turned over to fingerprint and 
ballistics experts for examination. 

Manion, Oliver Wade, 19, 2618A 
North Eleventh street; Sylvester 
Schulz, 31, 1408 Warren street, and 
the man sought by police were to 
appear in Police Court Friday to 
answer a peace disturbance charge 
growing out of a street fight last 
Saturday at Thirteenth street and 
St. Louis avenue. 

Wade said that on that occasion 
Manion ran out of an areaway near 
the scene of the fight and asked 
him for help, saying that the two 
others were “ready to gang me.” 
Wade interceded when they appear- 
ed and the fight followed. He said 
Manion told him he had quarreled 
with Schulz’s companion several 
days before in a West End speak- 
easy.

BURNS $3000 IN BILLS, 
U. 5. FINDS NO TRACE 


Granite City Woman Who Was 
Forgetful Informed Currency 
Can’t Be Replaced.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—The 
United States Government, which 
collects and spends billions of 4dol- 
lars every year, is unintentional 
gainer by $3500 because the wife 
ofa Granite City, IIL, railroad em- 
ploye, absent-mindedly tossed 35 
$100 gold notes into the furnace 
with some old paper and burned 
them. 

W. O. Woods, Treasurer of the 
United States, has just written a 
letter to Mrs. Golda M. Thornburg, 
2426 State street, Granite City, 
telling her that in the ashes of the 
burned currency she submitted ex- 
perts could find no identifying 
trace of the gold notes and there 
was no possibility of the Govern- 
ment’s replacing the money. 

Treasury experts searched two 
batches of ashes submitted by Mrs. 
Thornburg for some trace of the 
bills. She and her husband made 
a trip to Washington and told of- 
ficials the story of years of, pri- 
vation they had undergone in sav- 
ing the money. 

Mrs. Thornburg, in her letter to 
Woods, recited that last December 
her husband, after reading of bank 
failures, had her draw their savings 
out of a St. Louis bank and keep 
it at home. She finally persuaded 
him to put part of it back in a 
bank, but the $3500 was kept. 

She hid the money in some 
blankets. Desiring to air the 
blankets, she put the money among 
some old papers in a closet. On last 
May 18 she decided to clean the 
closet and pulling out the old paper 
she put it in the furnace, touched 
a match to it and forgot about it 
for 10 minutes. Then she remem- 
bered the money. 

She dashed to the furnace but a 
high wind had caused the paper 
to burn rapidly and there was 
nothing but ashes left.

American Government, 
However, Still Hopes for 
A Complete Agreement 
With French. 
HOUGHTON, MORROW 
GUESTS OF HOOVER 


Both Former Diplomats Fa- 
miliar With Subject Now 
Engaging Attention of U. 
S. and France. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—High 
administration authorities de- 
scribed the status of Franco-Amer- 
ican negotiations for a debt mora- 
torium today as serious. The Amer- 
ican Government, they added, is 
not discouraged, however, but still 
is hopeful that an agreement will 
be reached to reconcile President 
Hoover's plan for a complete one 
year’s moratorium on all intergov- 
ernmental debts with French coun- 
ter proposals. 

The negotiations in Paris are in 
the same position they were late 
last night, when Secretary Mellon 
had his final conference with Pre- 
mier Laval. 

Two points advanced by France 
today need clarification before the 
way can be opened to arrange- 
ments for the war debts morato- 
rium. The State Department, while 
optimistic, insists the United States 
will accept no compromise endan- 
gering the principle of President 
Hoover's plan for a year’s holiday 
from war debt and reparations pay- 
ments. : 

While discussions continue, Act- 
ing Secretary Castle of the State 
Pepartment announced that he un- 
derstood “all Governments have 
now agreed in principle to the 
Fresident’s plan except the French 
Government.” ; 

Unconditional acceptance has 
come from Germany, Great Brit- 
ain, Italy, Austria and Bulgaria. 
Agreement to the idea has been 
expressed by Belcium, Tzecho-Slo- 
vakia, Jugo-Slavia, Rumania, Po- 
land and Japan. 

The two outstanding points of 
difference between the United 
States and France involve uncon- 
ditional reparations—those made 
principally for actual war devasta- 
tion. France insists that imme- 
diately at the end of the mora- 


torilum Germany's postponed hel 


conditional payments should be 
made available for use by 
Paris Government. The United 
States holds the money should be 
funded over several years. 

The second point is that France 
wants the unconditional payments 
to continue to the Bank fér Inter- 
national Settlements, the resulting 
credits to be parcelled out among 
other ‘needy European nations. 
America says that, if the Reich 
wants all the credit, it should have 
it. 

Some officials here hold that a 
rrench offer to compromise, pro- 
vided it does not decrease the 
beneficial economic effects, may 
be acceptable to the United States. 
A possibility of American recession 
from its attitude toward the sec- 
ond point is seen in statements 
that the credits should go back to 
Germany “if the Reich so desires.” 
An agreement by Germany that it 
does not need all the credit, diplo- 
mats say, would considerably clari- 
fy things. 

President Hoover has with him 
two former members of the diplo- 
matic corps familiar with the sub- 
ject of international debts. They 
are Dwight Morrow of New Jersey, 
now a Senator, and Alanson B. 
Houghton, former Ambassador to, 
Great Britain. Both will be the 
President's guests for several days. 
Houghton was Ambassador to Ger- 
many and to Great Britain shortly 
after the war and was instru- 
mental in drawing up the war 
debt agreement with Great Britain. 
German Government Hopeful; Na- 

tionalists Pessimistic. 

BERLIN, June 30.—Although 
the snag in the Paris negotiations 
on the Hoover plah unquestionably 
was a depressing influence here to- 
day, it was authoritatively learned 
that the German Government has 
not the slightest intention of budg- 
ing from its attitude of earnest 
watchfulness from the sidelines. A 
Government spokesman empha- 
sized again that Germany looks up- 
on the Hoover plan as a question to 
be settled between France and the 
United States. This position is 
based on the fact that all other 
nations involved have accepted the 
proposal for a one-year moratori- 
um on war debts and reparations. 

The feeling in political, financial 
and industrial circles is frankly 
gloomy—a state of mind reflected 
in declining quotations on the 
Boerse—but this gloom seems tem- 
pered by gratification at President 
Hoover's apparent determination 
that there must be real relief for

President Hoover had proposed 
that both interest and principal 
payments on all inter-allied war 
debts and German reparations be 
postponed without qualification for 
a period of one year from July 1, 
1931. 

The second condition is said to

Looking puzzled, she 
laid down and rubbed her back 
across the tub bottom. 

She Figures It Out. 

“Wait,” said the director. “Keep 
quiet. Maybe she'll do it—but she 
can’t, not the first time. Wait. 
There she goes. Well now, look at 
that. I ask you, if that isn’t pret- 
ty smart?” 

Yonnoh had climbed out.of the 
‘tub, walked two feet to the run- 
ning hose, picked it up and had 
climbed back into the tub with it.

Then she found.a 
wash tub, full to the brim with 
water and dropped the hose to in- 
vestigate that. First she put her

strength. Water flew for 10 feet 


“I don’t see why the water de- 
partment has to charge us,” he 
said.

MO. PAC. DOUBLE-TRACKING 


OUT OF CITY NEARLY FINISHED | 


Railroad Has Spent $2,275,000 This | 


Year on Work to Cole 
Junction. 

About $2,275,000 has been spent 
this year by the Missouri Pacific 
lines in bringing to completion the 
double-tracking of its main line 
west out of St. Louis to Cole Junc- 
tion, Mo., a distance of 126.2 miles.

Milk production has been cut 
an estimated 35 to "0 per cent by 
hot, dry weather, and most dealers 
anticipate a shortage if it contin- 
ues. The largest retail distributer 
in St. Louis declared another month 
of such weather might entail a 
ishortage that would require a rise 
in prices. 

E. W. Tiedeman, president of the 
Sanitary Milk Producers, said it was 
hardly possible to retail milk at 
less than 12 cents a quart where 
two hauls are required to trans- 
port milk to market. In the St. 
Louis producing area, milk is 
hauled to collecting stations in the 
country and then brought to the 
city in. dairy trucks. The pro- 
ducers’ representative said that in 
only two cities of the United States 
where such conditions obtain is 
milk retailed at less than 12 cents. 
Price wars in Cleveland and De- 
troit brought the price down to 10 
cents a quart in recent weeks, but 
he said it was certain to rise again. 
Dealers pointed out that the 
same concerns which distribute 
milk also distribute the dairy pro- 
ducts which have been reduced in 
price. Surplus milk, over the basic 
supply required by the bottle trade, 
goes into these products. 

It is on this surplus milk, under 
the basic-and-surplus price plan 
adopted last year by the Sanitary 
Milk Producers and all but one of 
the large dealers, that prices paid 
farmers have been reduced. These 
cuts have been followed by a re- 
duction .in retail butter prices from 
44 cents a pound last December to 
34 cents now. Butter has been 
down to 30 cents, but, with dimi- 
nuticn of the surplus, is going up. 
The one-cent cut in retail milk, 
as published last December, was 
borne half and half by the San- 
itary Milk Producers and dealers 
in the agreement sponsored by the 
Consumers’ Milk Commission. Un- 
der the basic-and-surplus plan, the

Missouri Public Service Co. 
Wins Supreme Court De- 
cision Holding Contract 
Invalid. 


DECISION BASED ON 
CITY’S INDEBTEDNESS 


Amount Would Exceed 
Constitutional Limit if 
Financing of Plan Were 
Carried Out. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 30.— 
The Missouri Public Service Co. 


won its suit to block establishment 
of a municipally owned electric 
plant in Harrisonville, Mo., where 
the company had been operating 
after its franchise expired, through 
@ ruling today by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court en banc invalidating 
a contract by which the town pro- 
posed to buy engines and other 

uipment, to be paid for out of 
net earnings of the plant after it 
was in operation. 

The contract was knocked out 
on the ground one of its provisions 
requiring the town to pay for elec- 
tricity used for municipal purposes 
until the machinery was paid for 
created a general obligation against 


avaiable for that purpose. He said 
it was evident both parties to con- 
tract knew these payments by the 
city would have to be made from 
funds raised by t-xation. 

“They resorted to this subterfuge 
in an effort to evade the consti- 
tutional prohibition,” the Judge 
said. “The trick is so transpar- 
ent that we do not wonder at the 
failure of defendants to undertake 
a defense of this provision of the 
contract. The bar to the consti- 
tutional prohibition ig clear and 
we should not permit it to be evad- 
ed.” 

The opinion was concurred in by 
Chief Justice Atwood and Judges 
White and Frank. Judge Ragland 
concurred in the result. Judges 
Henwood and Ellison did not sit 
in the case. 


G-POINT FARM PRICE DROP 


WASHINGTON, June 30. — The 
Agriculture Department said yes- 
terday farm prices declined six 
points from May 15 to June 15. 
The June 15 level was 80 per cent 
of pre-war level, as compared with 
86 a month previous and 123 a 
year ago. 

The continued decline was due 
to generally lower prices of all 
commodities except apples, eggs 
and chickens. June 15 indices by 
groups showed the following de- 
clines from May 15: Cotton and 
cottonseed, 9 points; meat animals, 
8 points; grains, 7 points; fruits 
and vegetables, 5 points, and dairy 
products, 5 points. Poultry and 
poultry products went up 4 points.

Thegflaw, under the ruling, was 
In the requirement that the mu- 
nicipality pay for current it used 
at regular rates. The Court held 
that under the circumstances the 
town could make this payment only 
from funds raised by taxation and 
that this brought the obligation 
under the constitutional provision. 

While the ruling is regarded as 
a set back for several towns said 
to have been awaiting the outcome 
of the suit before undertaking mu- 
nicipal utility enterprises under 
similar contracts, the decision ap- 
parently would not prevent towns 
which have reached the constitu- 
tional limit on indebtedness from 
buying equipment for municipal 
plants from plant earnings, under 
agreements not containing the flaw 
found by the court in the Harris- 
onville contract. 

The decision, ft was learned, 
does not overturn or modify the 
ruling of the Supreme Court in 
the Fayette case about a year ago. 
In that case the court sustained a 
contract by which Fayette, which 
was near the limit on indebtedness, 
purehased new engines for its mu- 
nicipal electric plant, under a con- 
tract providing the purchase price 
was to be paid from savings in 
operating costs with the new en- 
gines purchased. The obligation 
there incurred was held by the 
court not to be a debt within the 
meaning of the constitutional lim- 
itation. 

Purchase Price was $71,629. 

Harrisonville executed the con- 
tract with Fairbanks, Morse & Co., 
which has sold equipment to a 
number of municipal plants in 
Missouri. The purchase price with 
interest totaled $71,629, to be paid 
in 60 monthly installments. 

The Missouri Public Service Co., 
together with several taxpayers of 
Harrisonville, filed suit to enjoin 
performance of the contract. The 
company furnishes electric service 
in about 70 towns and villages in 
Western Missouri. It has been op- 
erating in Harrisonville after its 
franchise had expired. The com- 
pany leased a distribution system 
owned by the town and supplied 
current from a power plant in an- 
other town. 

The Cass County Circuit Court 
issued an injunction, holding among 
other things that the contract cre- 
ated a debt in violation of the con- 
stitutional limitation. The muni- 
cipality appealed, contending the 
obligation was not a municipal debt 
within the meaning of the conpsti- 
tutional provision and that the 
contract was valid. No election 
had been held on the plant proj- 
ect, the City Council approving the 
contract by resolution. 

Definition of Indebtedness. 

Judge Ernest 8. Gantt, who 
wrote the opinion handed down 
today recalled, with approval, that 
in the Fayette case the court held 
an indebtedness, within the mean- 
ing of the constitutional limitation, 
was one payable from funds raised 
by taxation. 

However, he said, once a city 
reached the constitutional limit of 
indebtedness, it cannot create 4 
debt to be paid directly or indirect- 
ly, in whole or in part from funds 
raised by taxation or funds which 
must be reple shed by taxation. 

He characterized as a subterfuge, 
the contract provision that the city 
was to purchase from itself, at the 
regular rates, power for its wa- 
ter plant, street lights and other

MEXICAN STUDENTS PROTEST 
AGAINST ARDMORE ACQUITTAL 


National University Criticism Cites 
“Lack of Equity or Spirit of 
Honesty.” 

MEXICO CITY, June 30. — The 
National University student body 
publishes a strong protest in to- 
day's newspapers concerning the 
acquittal of Deputy Sheriff W. E. 
Guess at Ardmore, Ok., in the- kill- 
ing of two Mexican students. 

‘In the name of universal justice 
we energetically protest against the 
lack of equity or spirit of honesty 
shown by the-jury of Ardmore,” 
the protest said. “Once again 
Yankee imperialism, with the im- 
punity of the strong and forget- 
ting the sacred duty of hospital- 
ity which falls on civilized coun- 
tries, has drenched American soil 
with noble Mexican blood to satis- 
fy a racial passion. 

“Mexican students call to the 
attention of the world this farce 
committeed by a pseudo justice 
and unanimously protest against 
this offense to their country.” 

Foreign Minister Genaro  Es- 
trada, in commenting last night on 
Guess’ acquittal, said it would bring 
reproval not only in Mexico, but 
also in American public opinion.

Two hundred students paraded 
in Pachuca yesterday in protest 
against the acquittal.

EPITAPH OF WICKERSHAM COMMISSION. 

The Wickersham Commission, formally known as 
the Commission on Law Observance and Enforce-. 
ment, dies today. Tt was appointed by Mr. Hoover in 
March, 1928, to examine and report upon the legisia- 
tive and administrative measures needed to estab 
‘Vish law observance and to reorganize the law en- 


Government. Numerous studies were made by the 
‘commission. whose conclusions may in time exert a 
‘profound inflwence upon law observance and enforce- 


| enent. But the phase of the commission's work which

‘task, was the inquiry into prohibition. 
The prohibition report, consisting of 80,000 
“words, was submitted to Mr. Hoover last Jan. 20. It

The commission, by a large majority, does not 
favor the repeal of the eighteenth amendment as 
a method of cure for the inherent abuses of the 
liquor traffic. I am in accord with this view. 


That statement, if nothing else, was politically im- 
portant because for the first time it placed Mr. Hoo: 
ver on the side of the hard-shell, uncompromising 
drys. With more accuracy, the President, if he were 
not a dry, might have stressed the judgment of the 
commission’s majority that the future of the law 1s 
insecure and doubtful, and that.its repeal or revision 
might very possibly have to be undertaken in the 
near future. 

Meanwhile, during the commission's 18-month 
huddle on the wet-dry issue, the country’s sentiment 
had obviously changed. That was made plain by the 
surprising result of the Literary Digest poll. Of a 
total of 4,806,464 votes cast, 1,943,052 were for repeal, 
1,399,314 for modification and only 1,464,098 for en- 
forcement. Only five states—Kansas, Arkansas, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma and Tennessee—showed more 
votes for enforcement than the combined total for re- 
peal and modification. Moreover, the commission’s | 
report did not adequately reflect the results of last 
November's elections, in which numerous wet candi- 
dates were swept into office, or the decision of the 
people of Illinois, arbitrarily overruled by Gov. Em- 
merson, for repeal of the State dry laws. 

We made the point at the time that, in a very im- 
portant sense, the commission's report was anachro- 
nistic, in that while public opinion was carrying the 
prohibition issue on to repeal, the commission lag- |, 
gingly was discussing its prior status. It was so in 
the slavery debate, which still simmered after a tor- 
rent of public feeling had already disposed of it. That 
is why the report of the commission was received 
with jest and ridicule throughout the country, a re- 


Unfortunately for the commission, fis very solid 
and able work on other subjects than prohibition has 
gone practically unnoticéd. In time, the result of this 
work will show that its appointment was worthwhile.

SPAIN’S ELECTION. 

When the date of the Spanish Republic’s first 
election was set two months ago, it seemed that on 
its outcome would depend continuance of democracy 
or a return to monarchy. The exiled Alfonso viewed 
it in that way, and stated he would neither abdicate 
nor seek to reclaim the throne until the people had ex- 
pressed their choice at the polls. However, as the 
weeks passed, the Republic became more strongly in- 
trenched, until its continuance grew into a foregone 
conclusion. World Powers recognized it, a definite 
and popular church policy was adopted, the army 
was put in its place. Sunday’s election, accordingly, | i 
was no Rubicon. Both the former threatening ex- 
tremes, monarchy and communism, made a poor 
showing. The people proved themselves united for re- 
publicanism, though with varying shades of opinion. 

The Republic having asserted its popular support 
even more convincingly than in the landslide of last 
April which precipitated the revolution, it can now 
set down to the serious business of building a new 
nation. There are weighty problems confronting it. A 
new Constitution must be drawn up. The claims of 
Catalonian and Basque autonomists must be settled 
—whether Spain shall be a federated or a centralized 
republic. The irksome problem of church and state 
remains for final disposition. Choice of a new Presi.- 
dent and forming of a new Cabinet are on the agenda.

The Panic of Plenty 


Kansas Governor contrasts lot of pioneers, who fought against want, with that of de- 
scendants, who suffer from plenty; attributes depression to “selfish greed and lack 
of vision” of business leaders; calls for new prosperity built on service at reason- 
able profits; a challenge to nation in seeking remedy for economic unbalanct. 


From an Address by Gov. Harry Woodring of Kansas, at Dedication of Ft. Hays 
(Kans.) Frontier Park. (Reprinted from the Topeka Capital.) 


HOSE pioneers whose deeds and sacri- 
T tices we today commemorate, fought the 

specter of famine. They wrestled with 
nature, in what was sometimes a losing bhat- 
tle, to produce food for their families. They 
suffered and survived periods of economic 
depression when a scarcity of the bare ne- 
cessities of life was the problem crying for 
solution. Spurred by necessity and in- 
spired with the genius of our race. these 
pioneers sought to make wheai grow where 
none had grown before. 

Then almost over night we became the 

beneficiaries of invention. A machine was 
invented, the tractor, which performed the 
work of many animals and men and per- 
formed it more expeditiously. Then came 
the harvester thresher, which does the work 
of seven men. As these machines came 
into use, our wheat fields grew vastly larg- 
er. ' 
We suddenly have awakened to find 
agriculture on a mass production basis. 
What has happened in the United States 
has happened in other parts of the world. 
Other nations are buying our labor-saving 
machinery. What has happened in agri- 
culture has also happened in industry. 
Great plants for mass production have 
been built up. By inventive genius and al- 
most miraculous increase in the power of 
the individual to produce, we have created 
a surplus of food, of clothing, of even the 
luxuries of life. 

It would seem that the goal of the pio- 
neérs had been attained, but millions of men 
walk our’ streets and highways looking for 
work, asking for a chance to earn food for 
their families, If those pioneers whom we 
commemorate are looking down on us to- 
day, they must feel that their sacrifices 
were in vain. For what purpose did they 
break the sod of the Kansas prairies and 
suffer the hardships of the pioneer if the 
grain from their fields cannot satisfy the 
hunger of the world, but must be stored 


while men, women and children starve all 


over the world?

We are in the midst of a panic of plen- 
ty. It is unique in our history. Our pres- 
ent breakdown has been caused, not by our 
failure to master want, but by our failure 
to manage plenty. It is the old cry of 
the shipwrecked, “Water, water  every- 
where, but not a drop to drink.” 

As we survey our situation, it must be 
clear to us now that something has been 
left out. Agriculture and industry have 
come forward, but our general economic 
and social set-up has remained practically 
inert. Obviously lacking is leadership, 
which is another name for vision. Decreased 
costs should have inured to the benefit of 
the consumer. But selfish greed and lack 
of vision caused our manufacturers to seize 
the products of invention and machine la- 
bor in the form of exorbitant profits. 

With a few notable and prosperous excep- 
tions, every lowered production cost meant 
not decreased selling cost and greater 
use of the manufactured product, but 
merely more swollen profits to the 
greedy manufacturer or distributer. The 
resnit was the creation of swollen fortunes 
for the few and the gradual drying up of 
the purchasing power of the masses. Ex- 
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orbitant prices always breed competition. 
Capitalists seeing the swelling fortunes of 
these beneficiaries of the machine age built 
competing factories and entered into the 
mad scramble for profits. The bubble burst, 
as all bubbles do. 

The machinery of production had been 
overestimated by creed to the point where 
much of,it has . st its value. This would 
not have happened if the so-called captains 
of industry had the vision to see that the 
only permanent prosperity must be builded 
On service at a reasonable profit. 

A proper inscription for this monument to 
our Kansas pioneers would be, “A civiliza- 
tion built by sacrifice, toil and service.” 
This civilization will not be destroyed, but 
if it should be. some future day will see its 
monument erected and the _ inscription 
t eon will be, ‘‘Destroyed by greed.”

We have not taken the trouble to provide 
the social and economic set-up to co-ordi- 
nate the vast changes which have come to 
us with the quick step of modern business 
and industry. The processes of government 
have become increasingly more complex in 
their administration to the individual citi- 
zen—not alone in our Federal Government, 
but likewise in our State Government. 

There are no necessary evils in our type 
of government—its evils exist only in its 
abuses today, and abuses have nullified the 
fundamental American idea of individual] 
independence and opportunity—that Ameri- 
ca must find a corrective program leading 
back to the original principles, equal jus- 
tice, equal rights and equal opportunity. 

We have more than one-third of the 
wealth of the world. Seventy-nine nations 
have 65 per cent. We have 35 per cent, 
but where is the wealth? We have become 
economically unbalanced. Our modern eco- 
nomic policy has transferred wealth from 
the hands of the individval—from the many 
to the few. It seems strange that with our 
capacity for production developed so tre- 
mendously we should come to this depres- 
sion when millions are idle who cannot find 
food for their families, with food g0ing beg- 
ging in the markets of the world. 

—" ae new is needed in our economic 

. 
America must inevitably be forged into a 
weapon of defense against the recurrence 
of this disastrous panic of plenty. We must 
plan for a better social and economic life. 
We cannot longer apply the old remedies. 

We can no longer muddle through. We 
must have positive and definite leadership 
and experiments which have not heretofore 
been tried. We must have the courage of 
pioneers. We must find a means of level- 
ing the periods of booming industry and 
lifting the periods of depression to that 
level. Government and _ business genius 
should act to save citizens from a dis- 
aster such as we have lately experienced. 

These problems will be solved by com- 
mon sense and the genius of the individual 
American and not by the Government. 
When we develop business leaders who will 
be satisfied with reasonable present prof- 
its in exchange for permanent prosperity, 
the consuming public will share the ene- 
fits of the machine age,

HE had slept in a tent during her African travels, had

The 
grass burns from a brown to a yeHow; it cuts through 
your mosquito boots and threugh the elephant-grass boots. 
The men wore pads of red cloth down their spines be- 
cause the sun menaces them so. People who live there 
seldom go out in the hottest sun but most have a siesta 
most all the day through. Yet I had to get out in my 
scanty costumes and work in the picture. Twice I suf- 
fered sunstroke—once while in a tree—but after rest and 
treatment, had to carry on. 

“All this to become an actress! Mrs Harry Carey, wife 
of the leading man, and a script girl, were the only other 
women in the party. All thet company was lovely to us. 
But the natives, the blacks, would come and peer closely 
into our faces and laugh and laugh as though they had 
just been let into the circus. We had to get used to them. 

“But the most terrible of'all was the beating of those 
tom-toms at night—the relentless, nerve-racking dirge 
which drove the natives to drink and us to distraction.” 

“Trader Horn” was a splendid success, financially. The 
real old Trader Horn who actually once lived in that part 
of darkest Africa, came to Hollywood to confer with the 
picture producers and talked with Miss Booth about the
